CAPT. E. A. ABBOTT. 


The death of Capt. E. A. Abbott, a 
former resident of this town, occurred 
at his home in Cleveland, O.,on January 
14. Capt. Abbott was born in Andover 
in 1836 and resided here until 1854, 


moved to Cleveland. 


the ‘I'wenty-third reginrent, O. V. L., of 
which the late President McKinley was 
an ofticer. 

fle served throughout the war in this 
regiment, being mustered out in August 
1865. He was promoted during the 
great struggle to the rank of captain and 
the title was borne by him up to the 
time of his death. He was wounded se- 
verely in the Battle of Cloyd’s Mountain 


| on May 9, 1564. 


Soon after the close of the war Capt. 
Abbott became a member of the United 
States Secret Service and through his 
integrity he was promoted to chief of the 
Cleveland division, which comprised 
Ohio, Indiana and Michigan. He had 


| many active engagements with counter- 


feiters who were prevalent after the war. 

He was removed for political reasons 
in President Cleveland’s administration 
and opened a private detective agency. 
He soon built up a large practice but 
Mayor McKisson soon made him director 
of the police department. When Presi- 
dent McKinley was inaugurated he was 
again made chief of the Cleveland 
Bureau. ‘This office he held until Dec. 
1, Ly¥U2, when. he resigned because of 
failing health. ‘Since the death of his 
wife last year, Capt. Abbott has rapidly 
failed in health. ‘he bereavement no 
doubt served to hasten his end. He is 
survived by two daughters. ‘the funeral 
was held) Sunday from Grace cliureh 
and was largely attended. ‘The services 
were extremely simple... ‘Lhere were 
several beautiful floral tributes which 
attested to the love and esteem in which 
the deceased was held.

The annual meeting of the Punchard 
Alumni Association was held last Friday 
evening in Punchard hall and despite 
the inclemency of the weather there was 
a large attendance. Supper was served 
by Caterer Rhodes at 7 o’clock to 114 
members and guests. The meeting was 
without doubt the most successful ever 
held by the association and the eom- 
mittee who bad the affair in charge are 
deserving of much credit for their work. 

After the supper President Albers W. 
Lowe called the meeting to order and 
welcomed the members, thanking them 
for their efforts in attending the mieet- 
ing and toasts were then responded to. 
Toastmaster Lowe ‘said that. to. begin 
with he would call on the “old boy” of 
the school, George H. Poor, Esq. Judge 
Poor said in part: ; ps 

“T have'been referred to as the old boy 
of the school and I believe that I really 
hold that honor as | have been connected 
with the school for the past 47 years. 
If allowed a reminiscense I will claim 
the privilege of going back to the begin- 
ning of the Punchard school. — Before 
Punchard was built there was no high 
school in Andover, the town not being 
large enough to support one. In 1850, 
however, a high school was formed at 
Smith hall in Frye Village whieh Ef at- 
tended. ‘The building of Punckard soon 
followed. The ‘TTrusteeships were con- 
fined to religious societies, through the 
will of the founder, the head of each of 
these particular parishes to be a member 
of the board. ‘lhere are tive members 
chosen from three parishes. From 1851 
to the present time ‘there have been 
eighteen clerical members and seven lay 
members on the board. 

“IT have a recollection of the visiting 
committee of the trustees, Dr. Fuller, 
Rev. J. H. Merrill of the West chureh, 
and Rev. George Mooar of the South 
parish, sitting upon the platform, look- 
ing like graven images and it gave the 
scholars a chill as they looked upon 
them.” ‘ 

Judge Poor then read a list of the 
trustees who have served since the 
founding of the school, the late Moses 
Foster having served the longest term, 
35 years. - C. H. Pearce, who served for 
tive years, was the only member whom 
he did not recall, 

Continuing he said: “All that could 
be done for the prosperity of Punchard 
has been done by the past members of 
the board. 
first-class high school and affords as 
good an education as any high school in 
the country. It is a pleasure to look 
back at the old graduates, many of 
wiom have become famous and of whom 
we should feel proud.” (Applause.)

There is nothing more delightful ‘to 
fond parents than to talk. over the 
charms and prospects of théir children. 

For the trustees of the Indian Ridge 
Reservation, who stand as its parents, 
this is a happy hour, when they not only 
may but must induige in a discussion of 
the attractions and needs of their charge. 
It was six years ago last month that it 
came into their keeping, and no child of 
six years ever caused less anxiety. It 
has never kept anyone up at night, and 
only once in the early part of last June 
did it require a care-taker of a Sunday, 
when the drouglit, unusual for that time 
of year, caused a fear of fire. It was the 
better for the day’s watching. and not 
for six months after was it again 
threatened with the same danger. ‘Then 
its kind neighbor by Samson’s Hockey 
saw a little flame spreading, and sent 
for the good Firemen who came at once 
and put it out. And more than that, on 
their way home by the Red Spring Road 
they spied a hollow tree which was send- 
ing out flames as if from a chimney; 
these they soon quenched or much mis- 
chief would have been done before the 
next passer-by could have brought help. 

But there are other dangers for our 
ebarge, enemies who live on year after 
year; squatters that pay no taxes, who 
make no sign in winter, but wheu the 
sap begins to mount in the spring show 
their little black cabins among the 
young trees and bushes. They raise 
large families and crowd together by the 
hundreds, only pushing each other out- 
of-doors to find food. 

Great troubles call for heroic action, 
and nineteen scholars trom the Indian 
Ridge schoo] made two attacks 
marauders and destroyed 137 dozen 
homes; reckoning at the rate of one 
hundred in each home this amounted to 
the death of 164,400 ravagers.
